but there are so many other things In 
which It la great that the rarity and 
beanty of Its floral features are per- 
haps apt to be overlooked. If people 
would take more time to allow the ar- 
tistic and beautiful features of the Ex- 
position to Impress their senses and 
permeate their Inmost being Instead of 
racing from one part of the grounds to 
another, trying to see every exhibit 
and every show on the Midway, they 
would go home feeling greater benefit 
from their stay In tlie-Ralnbow City. 


The Pan-American Is ;ftill of garden* 


which tempt the visitor to Test awhile 
and drink In the beauties of nature. It 
may seem surprising that In the month 
of October there are flowers worth 
looking at, but such Is .the fact. The 
rains of the past few weeks have kept 
the landscape as fresh nnd beautiful as 
In May and June, nnd as one flower 
goes out of the scene another takes Its 
place.

Thin small garden Is very 
bountiful by day. uud at night electric 
lights of different colon have been bid- 
den among the flowers and planks, so 
that otic set's the surface of the ground 
dotted with these little spots of light, 
bringing out the beauty of the flowers, 
and all forming n scene Impossible to 
describe, but very charming Indeed to 
witness. It Is quite n pretty surprise 
e\-en to.old Pan-American visitors. 


Did you ever notice In crossing the 


Court of Lilies, south of the Machinery 
building, a heavy vnpor-nrlsing from 
the basin In tho center of that court? 
Sometimes It-has so much the appear- 
ance of smoke that people think some- 
thing must lie afire In the garden, but 
It Is only the steam, or vapor created 
by the heating of the water In that ha 
sin for the benefit of the tropical lilies 
which grow therein. These lilies, which 
arc known as the Victoria Rcgla. have 
enormous leaves, some of them three 
feet In diameter. 


Other gardens where there are flow- 


ers In bloom during this month of Oc- 
tober are those In front of the.United 
States Government building and the 
Horticulture group, where the gay. ge- 
raniums nnd sweet petunias contrast 
their colors with the green flags grow- 
jng In the..basin and with the white 
statuary disposed along their slopes.

Cereal Wlilch Mnjr Prov* a Qod- 


»enit to Weatern Farmer.. 


The drought and Its alarming effects 


on the great wheat lands of the Unit- 
ed States have caused the department 
"of agriculture to hasten the publica- 
tion of a report which It has been pre- 
paring for some time on a' new wheat 
which' flourishes In dry lands. 
It 


needs no rain to speak of and will be 
a godsend to the farmers of the semi- 
arid lands, while It, should prove also 
to be the means of converting the dry 
lands of the great plains Into wheat- 
growing regions. During the past few 
years much Interest has.been awaken- 
ed In the subject of crops adapted to 
semi-arid districts. The new cereal Is 
known as macaroni wheat and may be 
grown profitably on the plains of the 
United States, far beyond the 100th 
meridian. 
/ 
/ 


. Macaroni wheat 
differs 
radically 


from the ordinary bread wheats, and 
In the field looks more like'barley than 
wheat The heads are flat, compress- 
ed and bearded, the beards often being 
black; the chaff- Is usually golden yel- 
low, but sometimes black; ' and the 
grains are large, hard, yellowish white 
and clear, or, In wheats of the best 
quality,' sometimes translucent 
The 


quality and quantity of the, gluten 
make them exceedingly valuable for 
making macaroni. They'are extreme- 
ly resistant to drought and resist the 
attacks of leaf rust and smuts to an 
unusual degree. Macaroni wheat not 
only can be grown In dry districts, but 
actually must bo grown there to pro- 
duce the best quality of grain. 
It 


thrives best with a minimum of about 
ten inches annual rainfall, the drier 
the season the-better, provided 
the 


rain falls at the proper time .and the 
soil Is of the right kind.—UUca Globe,

Confederate counted 28 shells falling In 
one-minute. A rifle battery in the sand 
on the shore as well as the Runs of 
Port Morgan added to the flre. The 
guns of Hatteras started In bravely to 
respond, but soon found that It was 
useless.- Their shots could not reach

The- Confederates on the warsnips 


were amazed at seeing the shots from 
Hatteras fall short of the Innkee 
ships. Sometimes the fort would cease 
firing and then open with a round or 
two simply to show fight. The guns of 
the- fleet sometimes dropped a shot 
among the Confederate ships, but none 
of them was struck. Finally the Con- 
federate gunners abandoned their sta- 
tions and took refuge In the bombproof. 
When this was packed with about 300 
men. a Yankee shell went In through 
the ventilator and landed In the crowd. 
Fortunately the shell didn't explode, 
but It resulted In a terrible panic which 
hastened the fall of the fort. The men 
rushed from the place and found cover 
elsewhere. The magazine lay next to 
the bombproof, and the thought of 
what might have happened had the 
shell traveled through the thin parti- 
tion separating the compartments or 
even exploded In the bombproof was 
too much for green fighting men to en- 
dure. The fuse of this shell went out. 
but soon another exploded dliectly over 
the magazine. Fortunately this shell 
did not net flre to the roof, but It was 
clear that the enemy bad the range of 
the vitals of the work, and there 
wasn't a gun on hand utrong enough to 
land a single shot In the fleet. Captain 
Barron called a council of war, nnd at 
10:-Ki a. m.. less than two hours after 
the firing of the first shot. HatteraB 
was flying the white flag, and the first 
naval battle of the wnr was ended. 


This was not alone the first naval 


battle and naval victory of the war, 
but the first unequivocal victory on 
land or sea. The surrender was uncon- 
ditional, and over COO soldiers, with 
their officers, and the armament of two 
forts fell Into Strlngbam's hands. The 
Confederate worships sailed away Into 
the sound for a brief respite of liberty. 


The Hntterns victory was the begin- 


ning of the conquest of all the North 
Carolina const and wns a blow to 
blockade running from that region. 
The Confederates fought tenaciously 
for the control of those waters even to 
the ond of the war. but with the fall of 
Hatteras went the key to the region. 
Strlnglmm's work was quickly and 
thoroughly done.
